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The Tide Has Pacied 


The feeling of discouragement, ery in some instances almost to 
despondency and pessimism, that lmas prevailed in Canada during recent years 
is passing away. Evidences of this are seen everywhere, and while there 
are still some croakers and prophets of biue ruin their number is steadily and 
more and more rapidly declining, while the ranks are filling up with Canadians 
who are openly giving proof of their confidence in the Dominion and its fulure, 

\ study of the Canadian situation, viewed from all angles, provides ample 
suppert ‘or this more hopeful feeling, and goes to show that it is based on a 
solid foundation of facts. If this country suffers from one great national 
fault it is Uiat, as a people, we take too short a view and are too impatient for 
results. We are a young country and are too apt to fall into the errors of | 
youth, In au old country like England they do not expect to achieve great | 
reforms over night, or in a year, or a decade. ‘They realize that it has tak- 
en generations to effect reforms and advancements from Which they now bene- 
fit. But too many people in Canada ‘want what they want when they want 
it," and become discouraged and discontented if it is not immediately forth- 
coming. 

Ilaving for some time past been engaged in-discussing our difficulties and | 
handicaps, let us, for a change, take a look, at the brighter, truer side of the 
picture. 

During the twelve months ended March last, Canada’s trade was almost 
two billion dollars, and represented an increase of two hundred millions of 
dollars over the previous year. And whercas in 1922 our imports exceeded | 
exports by over seven million dollars, in the vear énded Mareh last our ex- 
ports exceeded imports by over $150,000,000. 

During this last fiscal year Canada manufactured and exported a

motor trucks ag compared with only 8,720 the previous year, and passenger 
autcmobiles exported increased by over 9,000. 
Canada’s flour mills in this last year 
abroad, or 1,500,000 more barrels than a year ago. 
ad exported $142,000,000, or $20,000,000 more than a year ago. 
ing and mining, the same story of progress is recorded. 
Wheat production in Canada last year totalled ‘474,000,000 bushels as 
cempared with 161,000,000 bushels ten years ago, and the manner in which 
Canada is ouldistancing the United States as an exporter of wheat is reveal- 
ed in the fact that during the nine months ended March last the United States 
exported only $74,000,000 of wheat as compared with $161,000,000 in the cor- 
responding months of the previous year, whereas Canada’s wheat exports | 
jumped from $111,000,000 to $158,000,000. In other words, where the U Tniled | 
States exported $50,000,000 more than Canada in 1922-23, Catada exported

These things are having their effect. ‘Employ ment is much better today 
than a year ago, and very much belter than two years ago. Railway earn- 
ings are decidedly better, with a consequent very gratifying drop in the de- 
ficit on the Canadian National Railways. For the first time since the war, 
Canada’s national budget has been balanced, and the Government has been 
enabled to make a start in the reduction of taxation imposed, which, in turn, 
will have a beneficial effect on all industry. 

Lut it is not in wheat production alone that a marked improvenent is be- 
ing recorded in te industry of agriculture. The growth in the dairy in- 
dustry of the prairie provinces in recent years has been nothing short of mar- 
vellous, and while the Hvestock industry is still depressed, it is felt that rock 
bottom has been reached and that the tendency must now be upward towards 
larger markets and better prices. , 

Recently the manager of the only existing bank in one of our Western 
municipalities informed the writer that he did not know of a single farmer 
in the municipality who had lost money on his operations during 1923, and 
that he did know of scores of them who had made money and been able to 
substantially reduce their, liabilities, while those fortunate ones without old 
debts lad increased their holdings or their balances in the bank. 

Yollowing the depression and ebb of prosperity in the years after the 
war, the tide is again flowing in favor of Canada. Immigration is increasing, 
and both people and Government are at last-awake to the necessily of acting 
energetically to secure large numbers of the right type of settlers for this 
country. Immigrailon assisted in bringing prosperity and development to 
Canada in the years prior to the war; it will have the same effect again.

Is War the Result of Habit of 
Thought? ’ 
Whatever may be said on platforms, 
the pre-war mind is unable to con- 
ceive of the outlawry of war; and par- 
enthetically it is largely because of 
the ridiculous deference exacted fronY 
young mgn for the opinions of their 
elders that the iradition of the inevit- 
ability of war“has been so long per- 
petuated. So long as that is accept- 
ed as a matter of course, war must 
survive just as the duel survived, in 
spite of legislation, as long as it was 


to demand “satisfaction” with the 
sword or the pistol. The result of 
such a habit of thought is visible Jess 
in this country than on the continent, 
but evidence of it was-very apparent 
in the recent debate on the air force. 
The pre-war thinker, try as he may, 
-cannot get it out of his head that arm- 
aments are built to be used. In his 
public speeches he is more likely to 
talk of them as an illystration of the 
old maxim about wishing for peace 
and preparing for war. When he is 
discussing the armaments of his own 
country he will always say that they 
are merely for protection. But direct- 
ly he looks at the armaments of an- 
other country he can only see them 
as something aimed deliberately at 
him.» If the post-war mind cannot 
escape from that line of argument, war 
remains inevitable—Reginald Berke- 
ley, M.P., in the Spectator.

Testing Motors For Atlantic Flight 


Zeppalle Engines Must Run 100 Hours 
Before Installation 

The hum of the five great motors 
which will take the Zeppelin ZR-3 to 
Lakehurst, N.J., there to be turned 
over to the United States navy, is 
keeping Friedrichshafen awaken these 
nights. 

They are the most powerful long- 
distance Zeppelin engines ever de- 
signed, but have not yet been per- 
fected, it is announced, and it will be 
a few weeks before they are installed 
and trial flights begun. They are of 
400 horsepower each, and often run 
day and night in the machine shop 
near the Zeppelin shed, where  of- 
ficials and mechanics are endeavoring 
to perfect them so that they will run 
for a hundred hours or more without 
a stop. 

For war purposes, motors were de- 
signed for twenty to twenly-five-hour 
trips. With the building of the ZR-3, 
however, it was realized that there 
must be perfected a driving force cap- 
able of making the four-day trip across 
the Atlantic. 

Dr. Hugh Eckener, director of the 
Zeppelin Company, who will pilot the

Grounds Has History 

There is a young tree with a history 
{in the White House grounds in Wash- 
ington. . As a your man Charles 
Sumner (yho was born in 1811) sent 
the Czar of Russia some acorns, which 
that monarch planted in the park of 
the Imperial Palace as symbol#ing 
Russo-Amerlican friendship. From 
this tree, years later, the American 
Ambassador to Russia had gathered 
and plantec some acorns; eventually 
he sent a sapling of the new genera- 
tion to President Roosevelt, who, 
April 4, 1904, planted it in the White 
House grounds.

Care of the Eyes 


In Many Cases ‘Poor Eyesight Is Due 
to Carelessness 

Opticians are telling us that there 
are more women condemned to wear- 
ing glasses than ever there were, and 
that, in the majoiily of instances, poor 
eyesight {s due to sheer carelessness, 
To pore over sewing or fancy work 
in a poor light—or even in a good 
light for a prolonged, perlod—does 
damage to the eycs which can never 
be repaired. Likewise, to read when 
the illumination is poor is also sure 
to make the wearing of spectacles a 
necessily. 3 

Bad eyesight, technically speaking, 
is not always bad.. ‘The lenses adjust 
themselves to the*duties imposed on 
them. Thus, if a lot of close-work 
is done, they accommodate themselves 
to close-up vision, and retain a focus 
which will not alter when distant ob- 
jects have to be viewed. 

Eye-strain, besides producinig head- 
aches, also brings on that strange and 
inconvenient disease we usually refer 
to as ‘“‘nerves,” this~ailment belig the 
forerunner of many others. It there- 
fore behooves one to take immediate 
steps to correct the vision when the 
first signs of failing sight are evident. 

It 1s not always advisable to resort 
to glasses, however. First of all, “it 
trying close work is being done, put 
them aside, and see if any improve- 
ment follows. If it does not, then 
glasses should be worn, but only when 
they are found necessary. 

It is often assumed that these de- 
tract from one’s appearance. Perhaps 
they do when heavy rimmed spec- 
tacles are chosen; but if rimless 
prince-nez are adopted, the effect Is 
often the opposite. 

A mistake which is popularly made 
is to make glasses, once resorted to, 
an item of permanent wear. If they 
are really necessary only for reading, 
they should be worn at no other time, 
for, if used out of doors or when gaz- 
ing at distant objects, the lenses of 
the eyes will again readjust them- 
selves, and further trouble will result. 
This is why we sometimes have to get 
a fresh optical prescription every few 
years. 

Prevention !s bedjer than cure. It 
{is well to determine never to abuse 
the eyesight, never to work when the 
light {gs weak, or when labor imposes 
the slightest strein. Really, glasses 
are an artificial aid which should nev- 
er have to be employed even when 
old age arrives.
